pick'd (it's like) out of Mit's Commyn-wealth, or 
the Academy of Compliments ; but {till accented and 
pronounced in the 'Fone of Dear-Foy-Land, inter- 
larded with a World of O hnc's! hoo ! bas ! pro's, 
and the like ; one would have thought enough to 

F3 have 
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have melted down a Lady of Marble. But though 
it obtained not the defired Effect, our Soldier knew 
not how to deſpair, but daily repeated his Addreſſes, 
and renewed his Vows to the obdurate Shrine.
